Postal Department is Preparing 
For Big Increase in 
Business 


Details regarding the workings of the 
urw parcels post law are being sent 
out hy the post office department. The 
law goes into effect on January first, 
anil the department expects to he able 
to earry out Its provisions from the 
stint, even though an enormous In¬ 
crease Is expected in the amount of 
mull matter transported. Acting an¬ 
tler instructions from the department 
local postmasters are endeavoring to 
ascertain' the probable amount of mat¬ 
ter which will be mailed under the new 
classifications, 

While the law Is a big advance over 
prevailing dmnesth rates It Is fur 
from what parcels post advocates had 
hoped for, and the rates are higher 
than those charged for parcels mailed 
to this country from Europe. As the 
department experiments with the busi¬ 
ness it will undoubtedly he found that 
further reductions can be made. 

’I'he pew law pet'!T)lts the mailing 
of packages weighing not mors than 
eleven pounds, which must not be more 
than seventy-two inches in length and 
breadth combined. Up to four ounces 
there will lx- a Hat rate of one cent per 
ounce, or part thereof, regardless of 
dista nee. 

For packages weighing more than 
four ounces the rates vary with the 
distance, which flic following table will 
explain:

The opinion 
has beeh expressed that Sierra Madre 
should lend all possible aid to the 
movement, at least to the extent of 
resolutions by the Hoard of Trade and 
Woman's Club. The San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Inter-City Commission has also 
joined the movement. Ilimsinueh as 
it Is difficult to reach the billboard 
nuisance through legal processes the 
method adopted as most expedient is 
that of bringing pressure to bear on 
property owners to prevent the leasing 
of ground for billboard purposes.

service. Power i« furnished to the city 
of Alhambra for public purposes at 
four cents a kilowatt hour. 

In this city eight cents a kilowatt 
hour Is paid for power furnished the 
municipality, and eight cents Is paid 
for private service, except where a 
large quantity is used, when it Is fur¬ 
nished at seven cyiifg 

In Passtieim the municipal plant 
charges five cents a kilowatt hour, and 
the Edison company. Ii> competing 
with the municipal plant, charges four 
cents a kilowatt hour (n cities where 
the fjipsoii company does pot have 
competition, it charges a much higher 
rate.

Power can he developed upon many 
surface streams and applied to the 
recovery of the water of the .streams 
after it has sunk into the earth in the 
lower lands of the valleys. An In¬ 
stance of this character according to 
the United States Geological Survey 
is to be found along Santa Ana River 
in Southern California. 

A part of the water in this river Is 
stored in a reservoir in She San Ber¬ 
nardino Mountains and the flow of the 
stream is thereby regulated. After it 
escapes from the reservoir it is di¬ 
verted through a power plant and elec¬ 
tric power is generated. Below this 
power plant it is rediverted and passed 
through a second power plant. Below 
this it is all distributed and used for 
municipal purposes and irrigation 
about Redlands and Highlands. 

The waters that return from the irri¬ 
gation are recovered in springs and 
(lowing wells and by pumping plants, 
a portion of the power developed high- 
ei up on the stream being used for the 
pumping. This recovered water is 
used for Irrigation about San Bernar¬ 
dino and Riverside. A part of it re¬ 
appears in the river above Riverside 
Narrows, where it is again taken out 
into a power ditch above Corona. A 
few miles below it is picked up by 
canals and distributed to the orange 
and deciduous groves about Anaheim 
and Santa Ana. The portion of it that 
returns there, by irrigation to the 
ground water isj once more recovered 
by tin- many pumping plants und flow¬ 
ing wells west of Santa Ana. 

Wafer ip its progress from the 
mountains to the sea. a distance of 
only 100 miles, may thus be used as 
many us eight times for power and 
irrigation.

ANOTHER NEWSPAPER FAILURE 


Saw telle Veteran-Enterprise.—The 
Sawtelle Sentinel has suspended pub¬ 
lication—supposedly for lack of busi¬ 
ness support. The last issue' of the 
Sentinel appeared on October 31. It 
was thought at first that Mr. Schultz 
would be able to arrange for the con¬ 
tinuation of his paper, but no edition 
has been issued since. 

When the Sentinel was put in the 
city of Sawtelle several years ago it 
was well known that there was no 
field here for two newspapers. How¬ 
ever Schultz, who has been Supervisor 
Nellis' right hand man, secured a po¬ 
litical appointment which netted him 
$1800 a year, and with this financial 
help he was able to keep his head 
above water until recently. 

The establishment of the Sentinel in 
Sawtelle was a trave mistake, and it 
has been a detriment to the city. The 
division of the local business has not 
afforded either newspaper sufficient 
support to publish as good a paper as 
could have been done had there been 
only one newspaper. Aside from this 
the presence of two rival newspapers 
in Sawtelle has created two factions, 
and thus caused strife and injury, in¬ 
stead of promoting harmony and prog¬ 
ress. And In this way the best de¬ 
velopment of our fair city has been 
retarded. 

While Mr. Schultz’s failure is quite 
a misfortune for him. It is hoped nis 
unfortunate newspaper venture here ' 
will point a moral for other publish- i 
ers seeking a location, viz: That Saw¬ 
telle can only support one newspaper.
